Fort Wayne some months ago to make 
his home with his daughter at Albion. 
Since an attack of Brlghfs disease, 
which prostrated him three or .four 
years ago, the aged man had been IP 
feeble health, and at times eulterod 
from senile dementia. He spent last 
week In Fort Wayne visiting his other 
children and was taken to Albion Sun- 
day morning. His condition was then 
extremely weak, but during the night 
ho arose from his bed and In wander- 
ing about the room managed to unfas- 
ten the screen at tho window nnd 1n 
some manner toppled over, falling to 
the ground eleven feet below. His 
condition was hopeless from the first, 
and he expired without regaining con- 
sciousness. 


Long «nd Active Career. 


Mr. Jones' career was a long nnd ac- 


tive ono. Ho was nn Indiana news- 
paper publisher sixty-six years ago, 
nnd through varied activities as print- 
er, farmer, miller, country merchant, 
cabinet worker and clergyman, kept.In 
close touch with affairs until he was 
long past SO years of age. H« was of 
Welsh descent, but his father was a 
North Carolina Quaker, who was at 
variance with the southern vlRws ol1 
slavery and who came north to Ohio 
early In the last century. 
Here Mr. 


Jones was born on a farm near Day- 
ton, July 11, 1821. As a boy he work- 
ed upon tho farm and learned tho 
trade of cabinet-maker, nnd the fam- 
ily removed to Indiana In 1834. set- 
tling on the Mlsslsslnnewa river five 
miles south of tho present city of Mar- 
lon. 
Later the town of Jonossboro was 


named for the father if Mr. Jones. 


Published 'Free-Soil Paper. 


Here the son "picked up" a knowl- 


edge of the printing business, and here 
began his newspaper career when..dur- 
ing the campaign of 18-14, sixty-six 
vears ago. he started the publication 
at Jonesboro of a Free-Soil newspa- 
per called "The Enrn Burner." which 
supported John P. Hale, the Free-Soil 
nominee, for president In that year. 
The paper survived but a short time 
nnd for some years Mr. Jones turned 
Ills attention to other lines oC busi- 
ness. 
In 1853 he moved to Marlon and was 


engaged 
in the 
newspaper business 


there, as publisher of the Grant Coun- 
ty Republican and other papers until 
I860, when lie was-elected treasurer f t 
Grant county on the republican ticket, 
having affiliated with tho republican 
party at Its organization In 1854. lie 
served ono ,term as county treasurer, 
declining renomlnatlon for the place, 
and In 1863 located in Fort Wayne. 


Established Old Gazette. 


Here he at once began the publica- 


tion of the old Fort Wayne Gazette, 
which about ten years ago was.merged 
with the Journal. The paper was or- 
iginally an afternoon publication, and 
Its office was in the Thleme building 
at the northeast corner of Columbia 
and Clinton streets. 
A few months 


later the office was .moved to West Co- 
lumbia street, opposite the present 
Wayne hotel. 
Soon after the pnper 


was established Mr. Jones sold a half 
interest in the business to Hon. Isa.ic 
Jc-nkinson, who is still living at Rich- 
mond. 
A few years later Mr. Jones 


sold his remaining half Interest to tho 
late Homer C. Hartmnn. 


Retiring from the Gazette, Mr. Jon«s 


for some years published .1 weekly re- 
ligious Journal in this city, bearing the 
Viame of Tho Vindicator. This was not 
a long-lived enterprise, but later he 
was tho publisher of tho Christian Era. 
another religious publication, which 
was in existence for several years. Mr. 
Jones was passionately fond of the 
printing business and long after his 
retirement from the newspaper busi- 
ness was still the owner of a Job print- 
ing establishment at his home. 
This 


he but a few years ago gave to his 
son, Harvey Jones, who will retain it, 
and many of the cases, racks and oth- 
er furniture of the office were made 
by Mr, Jones himself—somo of them 
after ho had passed the age of 80 
years. Was Ordained Minister. 


Mr. Jones was of deeply religious 


turn of mind, and many years ago ho 
was ordained a minister of the Chris- 
tian church. Though nevor holding a 
regular "charge," he ofllrinted many 
times as a supply pastor for various 
."omrrogMtions. 


Mr. Jones W:IB married in 1841 '.o 


Miss June Atkinson, lu Grant county, 
whose

years ngo. 
Later he again married,

Marlon, Ind., June 22.—BUlllons of 


fish, many of them bass. In the Mlssis- 
slnewa river near Matthews have Been 
killed during the last few days by 
poisoning which Is said to have coma 
from refuse dumped Into the river from 
a straw-board factory at Hartford Cltj-. 
The Harmon flour mill, located east 
of Matthews and operated by water 
power, was compelled to cease opera- 
tions today because hundreds of dead 
H«h clogged the wheels. 


Because of the danger of an epi- 


demic of disease resulting Dr. H. A. 
Greenleaf. of Matthews has communi- 
cated with Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary 
of the 
state board of health. 
Th-s 


secretary advised him to notify the 
county health officer and the fish and 
game warden. 


Prosecutor George M. Coon, In an- 


swer to a call from sportsmen who are 
Incensed over the -wholesome killing of 
the fish, went to Matthews this after- 
noon to see what steps can be taken 
to prosecute those held responsible for 
the poisonous matter being placed In 
the river. 
The dead flsh are scattered along 


the river for a distance of four miles 
and at the dam at Matthaws they *r« 
stacked up two or three feet hlgfc.
